MAKE UNIONS ACCOHNTAHl.K 

Now llin!, wi; have survived one of the 
greatpsl trsts that orRnnlzcrt labor pvi-r 
brouglil to bear In this country, 11 Is Inter- 
esllni; to note how llic politicians nri' uKalii 
abuzz, IrylnR to Jockey tliemsclvcs back Into 
favored pasltlon.s with the labor elements 
they tear lliey may have oircndcd. 

For a few hours, when he threatened to 
draft those who dared to .strike against the 
governmonl, President Truman was given no 
end of praise for saving this country from 
a major disaster. But now that we have been 
"saved." the politicians, again primarily con- 
cerned about themselves, are resorting to all 
Itlnda of opportunist "interpretations." 

Not to minimize President Truman's suc- 
cess In ending the railroad .strike, we never- 
theless contend the method he proposed for 
dealing with strikes against the government 
In the future was not a basic .solution. 

Drafting those on strike "against the goV' 
emmeiit*' would be only a punitive measiiri 
as a result of our labor troubles — not na an; 
solution to the nrndnmental causes ol such 
troubles. 

After all, what Is meant by a strike "aRnliist 
the government"? Any major strike that goc; 
on for weeks, working a hardship on all the 
American people. Is actually a strike agnln.st 
the country, which Includes the government. 
And the formality of government taking over 
the operation of some "struck" Industry does 
not necessarily mean any fundament; 
change In the situation from an economic 
standpoint. 

If the President and congress want to bring 
about some solution to this country's labor 
problems, however, by getllnf: at the caii.se, 
instead of condemning the effects. It would 
require an entirely different strategy than 
the chief executive has suggested. 

In the first place, we might Just as well 
admit that organized labor la the greatest 
monopoly thla country has ever known— a 
ruthless, Irrespon-ilble monopoly that defies 
fl7en our national government. 

That should be significant In a country 
where a monopoly Is regarded as being In 
about the same category as crime, and where 
special legislation has been enacted by con- 
gress to make monopolies Impossible— for 
certain Interests. 

Labor should be given no special privileges 
80 far as monopolies are concerned. Petrlllo 
shouldn't be allowed to dictate what we can 
hear In the way of music and under what 
conditions. Nor should the painters' union In 
Detroit be permitted to picket a man's house 
because that man decided to paint his own 
dwelling. 

The lawa of the land .should require or- 
ganized labor to respect the same rules that 
other classtllcatlona In our economy are 
Jorced to follow. It should be made account- 
able for Its monopolistic actions, dictatorial 
policies and Its abuses against society. 

Laws should be enacted to govern the coU' 
dltlon under which organized labor could 
strike and the effects such strikes have on 
the general public. Instead of permitting the 
unions to go to almost any extreme they 
choose. 

When a union walks out on an Industry, 
for instance, why shouldn't that Industry 
have Just as much right to employ other help 
as the strikers have to take employment else- 
where? 

Its careless and oftentimes malicious use 
o( the accusation "unfair to organized labor. 
Is something organized labor should be made 
to prove In court should any employer 
tend that he was unfairly accused, maligned 
and damaged by such charges. 

Make labor and Its leaders accountable (or 
their actions, with penalties for convictions, 
and we'll have fewer strikes In the United 
etate.s~probably none of these strikes which 
have been called for "policy" purposes only.
